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Grooming Farm Horses. 


With careless farmers the busier 
the season the less grooming do 
their horses get. This is not only 
a mistake, but it is a cruel practice. 
No horse can feel well without 
having at least one good cleaning 


jup each day. It is best to give 


them two, but lots of teams would 
be thankful for one. A general 
rubbing up and brushing should 
be given after the day’s work is 
done to insure a good night’s rest. 
If this is done it will not require 
so much time in the morning to 
get the horses in good shape. The 
general practice throughout the 
country is to do all the currying in 
the morning, and when work is 
pressing’ time is considered too 
preeibus to waste in this way. It 
is generally made a job for before 
breakfast; a great many men can 
not work with an emply stomach, 
consequently the work is slighted. 
If you want your horses to feel 
like doing a good day’s work you 
must clean up their hides so that 
they may sweat freely. Time spent 
in grooming will be more than 
made up every day by the horses 
being able to do a greater amount 
of work. The farmer-who takes 
his horses to the fields with the 
sweat and accumulations of dirt of 
the day previous, and a good share 
of the manure from the stable upon 
them, should be taken in hand by 
the Society for the Prevention ef 
Cruelty to Animals. Grooming is 
as essential to the health of horses 
as judicious feeding and watering, 
and many cases of illness among 
farm horses could be charged up 
to the account of neglect to attend 


‘to this most necessary duty. 


6— 
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Oauses of Poor Butter. 

1, “Stavy” or woody butter is 
one of the worst faults, which in a 
short time entirely destroys the 
butter, It is caused by the tub in 
which the butter is packed, it be- 
ing made of green wood, or insuf- 
ficiently soaked in water and brine 
before the butter is packed. The 
fault starts in the butter nearest 
the wood, and thence works inte 
the whole mass. 

2. Mouldy butter. If kept in a 
damp, foul room mould forms on 
the butter, especially if the latter 
is of poor quality. 

8. Tallowy butter is a fault 
mostly found if old butter, and 
which is first observed on the sur- 
face. Exposure to light at least 


delays the development. of this 
fault. ~~ 


4. Cheesy and milky butter 
comes from such dairies only where 
the making is inferior. 

5. Spotted and streaky butter is 
caused by inferior coloring, or by 


lack of caution in salting, or by 


faulty working, especially if the 
working room is too cool. 

6. Rancid and bitter butter comes 
from lack of cleanliness and other- 
wise from poor making. 

7. Oily, fishy, tainty butter often 
appears a few days after it is made 
and is caused by improper prepar- 
ation of the cream for churning, 
or by dirty cream vats.

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When a horse is lame after trav- 
eling, and is constantly shifting the 
foot and rests it on the toe, says an 
exchange, it indicates sprain of the 
back tendons or disease of the 
navicular bone. The latter is dis- 
tinguished by striking the frog 
with a small hammer, and if the 
horse winces the navicular bone is 
affected, if there is no tenderness 
found there the disease is in the 
tendon which plays over the carti- 
lage of the pastern joint. The 
remedy for the former is to blister 
behind the heels, and to wear a bar

people that they should send their 
children to school and thus prepare 
them for the duties and responsibil- 
ities of civilized life. Those who 
have had occasion to investigate 
the matter have known all the 
time that the system was not work- 
ing satisfactorily, for the simpe 


reason that Indian parents were op-- 


posed to education and unwilling 
to takeadvantage of the facilities 
offered them for that purpose. But 
Congress has gone on voting money 
to support Indian schools, never- 
theless, under pressure from certain 
religious and benevolent organiza- 
tions which have never bad any 
proper conception of the Indian 
character, or any definite idea of 
the Indian situation. If education 
bad been made compulsory to begin 
with, good results would undoubt- 
edly have been reached by this 
time; but in leaving the parents 
practically free to do as they 
pleased in the case, the opportunity 
of success was forfeited, and the 
schools have proved to be a mere 
mockery. It is useless to talk 
aboat inducing the Indians to ac- 
cept any of the processes of civili- 
zation in a voluntary way. They 
never have done so, as their history 
plainly testifies. Their methods of 
reasoning are entirely different 
from those of the white race. They 
have no respect for anything but 
force. The considerations which 
serve to convince the judgment and 
enlist the favor of the ordivary 
American citizen have no effect 
whatever on their peculiar form of 
intelligence. They are governed 
wholly by their traditions, their 
prejudices, and their fears. It is 
not sufficient to show them that a 
certain line of action will promote 
their progress and develop their 
ability to support themselves in an 
independent fashion. They do rot 
wish to make progress, aud bave no 
desire to exchange their present de- 
pendent position for one of a self- 
sustaining and self-respecting sort. 
It suits them best to preserve their 
tribal relations, to live in idleness, 
and to keep their children ignorant 
like themselves. The only process 
by which they can ever be really 
civilized is that of compelling them 
to discard their old savage customs 
and doctrines; and the proper piace 
to begin is with the schools, which 
may be made to train the rising 
generation to improved uses, in 
spite of the objections of the par- 
ents. This theory will be resisted, 
of course, by that large body of 
good people whose misfortune it is 
to have more sentiment than infor- 
mation upon the subject; but it is 
the correct theory, and Congress 

can not do a better thing, for the 
Indians as well as for the country, 
than to adopt it as the basis of all 
future legislation in that conne>- 
tion. i

STILL ANOTHER ACCIDENT. 


The Southern Pacific Keeping Up 
Its Deadly Work. 

Los ANGELES, April 4.—About seven 
o’clock last evening there was a col- 
lision between a freight and a con- 
struction train, a mile south of San 
Fernan‘io tunnel. Engineer Westfield, 
of tre construction, and fireman 
Brooks, of the freight, were killed,and 
six men badly injured. Both engines 
were wrecked. The cause of the acci- 
dent is not yet known. 

Engineer Westfield was one of 
the most popular engineers on the 
read, and leaves a young wife. En- 
gineer Teasle of the freight had a leg 
so badly crushed that amputation may 
be necessary. Fitzgerald, a grader, 
had a collar-bone fractured. Gregoria, 
a Mexican laborer, bad a leg crushed, 
and one Bernardo had his skull frac. 
tured and will probably die. The in-

ospital. Three large engines and 
many cars were totally wrecked. The 
cause is said to be either misconstruc- 
tion of orders on the part of the con- 
struction train conductor, or an at- 
tempt made on his own responsibility 
to make San Fernando before the 
freight left.

The bodies of the dead were brought 
here at noon, and they presented a 


sickening sight, being horribly mu- 
tilated and scalded by steam. The 
wounded men at the hospital are 
doing well. The brakemen jumped 
out of the cab of one engine and rap 
ahead half a mile, and signaled the 
San Francisco express justin time to 
prevent the train plunging into the 
wreck, which occurred on a curve, 


DESERVED HIS FATE. 


A Brute Hilled While Attempting 
to Beat His Wite. 
BELLEVUE, Idaho, April 5.—Word 
was yesterday received of J. G. L. 
Smith being shot dead by his wife in 
Hailey. Smith was known at Hot 
Springs, owrming a resort two miles 
west of Hailey. He wasacruel man 
to his family, often beating his wife 
and children unmercifully. Smith 
drank considerable during yesterday 
and went home and began quarreling 
with the family and threatened towhip 
his wife and children. The woman 
retreated to an adjoining room, with 
her husband advancing. . She picked 
3 fired a rifle and her husband 
fell dead in his tracks. The bullet 
struck him just above the left eye, 
blowing the top of his skull off aud 
spattering the walls and ceiling with 
blood, hairand flesh.

The mother at once sur- 
rendered to the Sheriff. Smith was 56 
years old and an old-timer in Idaho.

Heavy rains in California and none 
in Nevada; what is the cause? Prob- 
ably it is due to the denuding of the 
eastern slope of the Sierra Nevada 
of its timber, together with the dry- 
ing up of the water area in Central 
Nevada. Both are intimately con- 
nected through atmospheric in- 
fluence. We contend that this State 
is getting dryer every year during 
the fall and spring months, while 


California continues to receive her 
usual copious supply of rain and 
snow. The annual average may in 
some localities be made up and 
even exceed the average during the 
summer months, when it comes in 
the shape of cloudbursts and heavy 
showers of short duration, which is 
of little if any benefit to the soil. 

The denuding of the sides of the 
mountains has reduced the drawing 
influence upon the clouds from Cal- 
ifornia over the Sierras, and to this 
loss of attraction must be added the 
dry atmosphere of central Nevada, 
caused by the desiccation of the 
following area of water surface: 
Carson ‘lower sink, 15x25 miles; 
Flumboldt siok, 3x10 miles; Hum- 
boldt Jake, 8x20 miles; total, 565 
square miles; which natural water 
surface has become almost dry, and 
a mere ponc remains of the once 
magnificent Humboldt lake. 

Should dry weather continue a 
month longer it will be as dry asa 
powder horn and nothing left to 
cool the eiroccos coming like a blast 
from the Stillwaterand Hot Spring 
deserts, and their intensity increas- 
ing as they proceed, scorching all 
vegetation in the valleys, licking 
up the waters of the Humboldt and 
depriving numerous cattle of their 
most nutritious grasses. 

From the outlet of the Humboldt 
lake to Old river, a distance of 
thirty miles, there is not a pint of 
water fit for even stock to drink, 
and the aspect of the desert is more 
desolate than ever before. The same 
may be said of the borders of the 
Humboldt lake where formerly 
thousands of cattle grazed and grew 
fat on the best grasses, nothing but 
oe and barrenness now ex- 
st.

The Brophy mine in Flowery is 
getting out pay ore and looking prom- 
ising. 

The Douglas mill, Lower Gold Hill, 
is now running twelve stamps on 
Kentuck ore. 

Some very fair oreis being taken 
from the old workings of the Belmont 
mine in Nye county. 

A new and more powerful steam 
plant is to be set up at the North Belle 
Isle mine, Tuscarora. 3 

The Humboldt mill at Spring Val- 
ley, Humboldt county, is to crush ore 
from the mine of that name. 

Ore valued at $1 per pound is ob- 
tained from the Golden Age mine,Cen- 
tral district, Humbeldt county. 

A vein of quartz running high in 
gold was developed last week in the 
Gold Bar mine, Hawthorne district. 

Samples of ruby silver and rich sul- 
phuret ore are found in the new de- 
velopment in the Cliff mine, Humboldt 
county. 

The name of the Onondago mine in 
Eureka county is changed to Palisade, 
and isto be developed by California 
capital. 

The Lang Syne mine at Dun Glen, 
Humboldt county, is producing 40 
tons of ore daily. Forty men are em- 
ployed in the mine and mill. 

There are about twelve men now at 
work in the Sutro tunnel. A visit to 
the little town puts a person in mind 
of Ggldsmith’s “ Deserted Village.“ 

The lessees of thé Lapanta, Haw- 
thorne district, Esmeraida county, 
have had 100 tons ot their ore worked 
at the Kinkead mill, producing bullion 
valued at $7,158.47. 

The Tribune says: Chedic’s mine, 
north of Carson, is turning out some 
very good ore for a prospecting claim. 
Assays made so far show $45 per ton, 
principally gold. 

The Esmeralda News says: A sack 
of ore weighing only 135 pounds, ex- 
tracted from the Pamlico mine, Haw- 
thorne district last week, is estimated 
to contain $10,000 in gold. Six sacks 
from the same property are valued at 
$1,000 each. There are eighteen tons 
of ore on the dump worth $100 per 
ton. 

The Virginia Enterprise says: The 
total product of the lode for March 
will foot up about $725,000, which is 
$25,000 below the estimate. Next 
month it will exceed $750,000, and 
when the stamps of the California mill 
are in operation next May the monthly 
product will exceed $1,000,000. The 
Gould & Curry and Ophir will then 
be added to the list of bullion pro- 
ducers.

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There are some things which 


statistics can be made to represent 
with some degree ef accuracy, and 
others concerning which the most 
careful of figuring must be supple- 
mented very largely by guess-work 
to arrive at results of any kind. 
Among matters of this latter class 
is the relative value of live stock 
produce consumed and marketed 
as compared with the total of 
money invested. However, an 
English statistician has essayed to 
furnish reliable figures of this kind 
for the United Kingdom, with re- 
sults which are at least interesting, 
if not in some degree valuable. He 
finds that farmers’ sales of meat 
and wool, from cattle, hogs and 
sheep, for the current year will 
amount to about 42 1-2 per cent. of 
the valuation of these kinds of 
stock for the entire country. No 
mention is made of dairy products, 
but the farmer is made to pay out 
of this percentage the cost of plac- 
ing all this stuff in market; and it 
is claimed that after all of this is 
paid, in addition ? o the cost of pro- 
duction and interest on his invest- 
ment, he has but little left which 
can be set down as net profit. Be- 
fore these products reach the con- 
sumer 17 per cent. is supposed to 
be added in making retail prices, 
which makes it reasonably certain 
that the dealer over there, just as 
on this side of the Atlantic, has the 
safe side of the business; though 17 
per cent. will not by any means 
cover the margin enjoyed by the 
American retailer of meats, 


A Plea for Yearling Oolts. 

The average yearling colt pre- 
sents a sad spectacle at this season 
of the year. With its winter coat 
still hanging over it, with often a 
great portion of the manure which 
should bein heaps over the field, 
there are thousands of colts all 
over the country that would excite 
the pity of those who are not ac- 
customed to seeing such sights. 
With the best of care it is a pretty 
hard matter to take colts from the 
dam in the fall and keep them up 
in flesh and condition during the 
winter, and have them in a pre- 
sentable shape when it comes time 
to turn them out to pasture in the 
spring. Many farmers have a habit 
of neglecting their colts about this 
time of year, when the busy season 
sets in, thinking that what little 
they suffer from neglect now will 
be easily made up when the time 
comes for turning them out on 
pasture, It is a grand mistake to 
mistreat a colt at any time, but at 
no other period in their existence 
can they so illy afford to be badly 
cared for as between now and the 
time when the pasture field will 
afford them a living. If you would 
have your young horses make rapid 
growth this summer, feed and 
groom them well from now on un- 
til the time to turn them out, and 
it will net require half the summer 
for them to make up the ground 
they have lost during the spring 
and winter.

Unshod Horses. 

Mr. H. P. Fagin, a furniture and 
piano mover at Melden, gives his 
experience with barefooted horses. 
He has driven three horses (two 
weighing 1,100 pounds each and 
one 1,300 pounds), since January, 
1885, without shoes. The large 
horse has always been lame since 
he bought him, feurteen years ago, 
until he took his shoes off. The 
animal has not got lame since. He 
has driven on hard, flint roads, and 
of course on pavements in Boston. 
The horses travel better than be- 
fore their shoes were taken off. 
They are not afraid on slippery 
pavements as they were with shoes 
on, and there is no trcuble in get- 
ting round on any kind of going 
in the city. Mr. Fagin drove to 
Shrewsbury, thirty-five miles from 
Malden, after twe days’ rain, in 


February, 1885, when if, was so, icy 


that a boy could skate all the way, 
and had no trouble. The hoof 1s 
hard and broad, and the frog is full 
and plump and on a level. They 


have driven two winters on ice and 


snow, altogether better than when 
they were shod. Their feet are 


better for all purposes, they can} 


trot faster, pull as much, and go 
more miles in the same time than 
they could when shod.—[Boston
